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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 
Content of Specification

be brief but technically accurate and descriptive, preferably from two to seven 
words may not contain more than 500 characters.

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the specification 
attempts to provide description by referring to claim 1 . Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Regarding claims 1-13, the term "in the neighborhood of is a relative term, which 
renders the claims indefinite. The term " in the neighborhood of" is not defined by the claim, 
the specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of 
ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 

Regarding claim 4, the phrase "or the like" renders the claim(s) indefinite because the 
claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by "or the like"), thereby 
rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 
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Regarding claim 5, the phrase "in particular each of which being assigned to a certain 
frequency interval" renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear as to what applicant is 
referring to regarding "which." 

Regarding claim 10, the phrase "or the like" renders the claim(s) indefinite because the 
claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by n or the like"), thereby 
rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Regarding claim 1 1, the phrase "or the like" renders the claim(s) indefinite because the 
claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by "or the like"), thereby 
rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Conclusion
